VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  returns  of  the  local  registrars  recorded  7,530  births 
within  the  City,  equal  to  a  rate  of  25-8  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  as  against  29T  in  the  preceding  year,  and  19  4  in 
1910.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  950  births  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year  or  3  3  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The 
average  birth  rate  for  the  previous  five  years  (1916-20) 
was  224.

Fifty-nine  mid  wives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to 
practise  during  the  year  1921.  Forty  of  this  number  were 
certificated,  and  19  were  uncertificated. 

The  number  of  cases  attended  by  midwives  was  4,901, 
or  75-0  per  cent,  of  the  total  births  notified.

Offence  by  Handy  woman. 

A  handywoman  appeared  before  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  on  the  17th  March,  1921,  for  having  practised  as  a 
midwife  habitually,  and  was  then  cautioned  that  in  the  event  of 
any  further  offence  being  reported  to  them  they  would  have  no 
alternative  but  to  commence  proceedings  for  an  infringement 
of  the  statute. 

This  same  woman  was  again  reported  on  the  21st  July, 
1921,  as  having  acted  in  the  capacity  of  a  Midwife,  and  the 
Committee  decided  to  take  proceedings  against  her  for  contra¬ 
vening  the  Midwives  Act,  1902. 

The  Justices  convicted  the  defendant  and  fined  her  five 
guineas. 
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Inquiry  into  Maternal  Mortality,  and  into  tiie 
Incidence  of  Puerperal  Infection. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  who  were 
anxious  to  arrange  an  inquiry  into  maternal  mortality 
associated  with  child-bearing  and  the  incidence  of  puerperal 
infection  in  certain  typical  districts  (Hull  being  selected  by 
them  as  one  of  the  places),  certain  data  is  being  collected 
locally,  and  all  cases  from  the  1st  October,  1921,  come  under 
review.  It  is  hoped  to  carry  on  the  inquiry  until  the  end  of 
1922. 

The  form  of  inquiry  is  somewhat  comprehensive  in 
character,  and  w  ill,  I  feel  sure,  afford  valuable  information  for 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  required.

A  new  scale  of  fees,  which  takes  the  place  of  that 
prescribed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  and  dated  1918, 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1921,  having  been 
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prescribed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  for  the  payment  by  local 
supervising  authorities  to  medical  -practioners  called  in  by 
midwives  under  Section  14  of  the  Midwives  Act,  11)18. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Eight  y  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  to 
the  Department.  Thirty-eight  were  in  respect  of  male  infants 
and  42  female  infants.  Eighteen  were  primipara  cases,  and  62 
multipara  cases.  In  0  cases,  the  right  eye  was  affected,  in  1) 
the  left  eye  and  in  62  both  eyes. 

Treatment. — 45  cases  were  treated  at  the  Victoria 
Children’s  Hospital,  4  at  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  28  were 
under  private  medical  treatment,  2  were  treated  at  the 
Workhouse  Infirmary,  and  1  at  the  Sculcoates  Dispensary. 

Termination  of  Illness. — 67  cases  recovered  normally, 
8  died,  in  1  case  the  right  eye  became  permanently  blind,  2  other 
cases  were  to  be  operated  upon  at  a  later  date,  the  remaining 
2  cases  being  those  referred  to  above  which  were  treated  at  the 
Workhouse  Infirmary  and  in  respect  of  whom  no  information 
is  available. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  24,  each  of  which  was 
investigated  by  the  Midwives’  Inspector.

Board,  103  routine  visits  and  3.452  special  visits  were  paid  to 
midwives. 

DANGEROUS  DRUGS  ACT,  1020. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1020,  the 
Secretary  of  State  granted  authorit  y  (dated  13th  August,  1021) 
tocertificd  midwives  who  have  notified  to  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  their  intention  to  practise,  to  be  in  possession  of  and 
to  administer  preparations  containing  opium,  subject  to  the 
condition  that  they  shall  forthwith  enter  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
for  the  sole  purpose,  particulars  of  the  supplies  obtained  including 
the  date,  quantity,  and  name  and  address  of  the  person  from 
whom  obtained. 

The  attention  of  the  midwives  practising  in  Hull  was 
drawn  to  the  provisions  of  the  Authority,  and  they  were 
instructed  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure 
that  the  conditions  under  which  the  Authority  is  granted  arc 
duly  observed.

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

There  are  10  Health  Visitors  on  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Depart  ment,  and  additional  Health  Visitors  are  urgently  required. 
The  calls  upon  the  Health  Visitor,  conscqent  upon  the  increasing 
popularity  of  the  Clinics  which  they  attend,  are  such  as  to 
lessen  the  time  spent  in  home  visitation.  This  is  to  be 
regretted, for  the  supervision  of  the  home  is,  in  my  opinion,  tim 
essential  function  of  the  Health  Visitor. 
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Owing  to  the  absence  of  Health  Visitors  through  sickness, 
it  became  necessary  to  appoint  temporarily  Miss  Rosa  Heweth, 
whose  period  of  duty  extended  to  5  months  in  all  (May  to 
September). 

The  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  continues  to  become 
more  arduous  and  exacting,  for,  with  the  largenumberof  birthsin 
the  City  and  the  increase  of  work  consequent  upon  the  general 
expansion  of  the  Scheme  as  a  whole,  additional  work  is  cast 
upon  them.

Iii  consequence  of  the  responsible  work  which  was 
previously  done  hy  Voluntary  Committees  being  carried  out  by 
the  Corporation,  the  Voluntary  Committees  were  formerly 
relieved,  in  April  1921,  of  their  duties,  and  the’’  Committee 
expressed  to  the  members  of  the  Voluntary  Committees  their 
appreciation  of  tin'  excellent  pioneer  work  rendered  by  them  in 
the  establishment  of  the  Schools  for  Mothers  in  the  City,  which 
had  proved  so  successful. 

West  Hull  School  for  Mothers. 

The  West  H  ull  School  for  Mothers  was  taken  over  as  a 
Corporation  Institution  as  and  from  1st  April,  1921.  The  staff 
also  taken  over  comprised  a  Matron,  a  nurse,  a  cook,  and  I 
domestic.

A  lady  Medical  Officer  (part  time)  is  appointed  to  each 
Clinic. 


Three  sessions  per  week  arc  held  at  the  West  Hull  Centre, 
and  two  at  each  of  the  other  Centres. 

Early  in  January,  1921,  the  existing  arrangements  at 
the  West  Hull  Clinic  proved  quite  inadequate  to  deal  with  the 
largely  increased  attendance  thereat.  The  consequent  over¬ 
crowding  meant  vitiated  atmosphere  and  other  difficulties. 
It  was  therefore  found  expedient  to  relieve  the  congestion  at 
once  by  opening  out  on  a  third  afternoon  each  week — Fridays, 
at  2.30  p.m.  As  Dr.  Jackson  was  also  Clinical  Medical 
Officer  at  the  Kingston  Square  Centre,  this  arrangement 
necessitated  a  4  o’clock  start  at  the  latter  Centre  on  Fridays, 
instead  of  2.30  p.m.  as  hitherto.  The  later  start  at  the  Kingston 
Square  Centre  in  no  way  interfered  with  the  attendance, 
whilst  the  extra  clinic  on  Fridays  at  the  West  Hull  Centre  met 
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the  case  for  some  time.  The  fact  still  remains  that,  if  the 
usefulness  of  the  West  Hull  Centre  is  not  to  be  impeded,  the 
question  of  adequate  accommodation  must  be  faced  without 
delay. 

The  premises  in  which  the  Kingston  Square  Clinic  was 
held  were  found  to  be  quite  unsuitable,  and,  after  making 
enquiries,  the  Unity  Hall,  Waltham  Street,  was  taken  for  the 
purpose.

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FREE  MID  WIVES. 

The  services  of  a  free  Midwife  are  granted  to  those  persons 
deemed  to  be  necessitous,  whose  weekly  income  conies  within 
a  certain  fixed  scale.  The  Committee  pay  a  fee  of  30/-  for 
the  attendance  at  confinement  and  the  following  ten  days  in 
first  eases,  and  25/-  in  other  cases. 

The  number  of  applications  received  for  this  service  and 
dealt  with  during  the  year  totalled  504. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  MATERNITY  HOME. 

Applications  for  admission  to  the  Maternity  Home  are 
made  through  the  Clinics,  and  256  of  such  applications  were 
dealt  with. 

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Hull  Jubilee  District  Nursing 
Association,  the  Health  Department  has  a  call  on  the  services 
of  the  Association’s  nurses  for  home  nursing,  whenever  the 
need  for  utilising  them  occurs. 

CHILD  WELFARE  EXHIBITION. 

In  connection  with  Health  Week,  which  was  celebrated 
in  Hull  from  the  10th  to  the  22nd  October,  1 92 1,  a  Child  Welfare 
Exhibition  was  held  at  the  Metropole  Hall  for  four  days — 18th 
to  21st  October  inclusive. 

The  opening  ceremony  was  performed  by  the  Lady 
Mayoress  under  auspicious  circumstances.  The  attendance, 
not  only  at  the  actual  opening  of  the  Exhibition,  but  during 
the  whole  time  it  was  open,  v  as  very  satisfactory. 

The  Hall  was  well  filled  with  objects  relating  to  the 
treatment  of  infants  in  health  and  in  sickness.  Mothers  found 
guidance  as  to  the  best  way  of  feeding,  washing  and  clothing 
the  baby  ;  and  practical  advice  was  given  as  to  feeding,  care  of 
the  teeth,  ears,  eyes  and  throat. 

There  were  22  stalls,  each  with  an  attendant. 
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Children  from  some  of  the  Council  Schools  attended  in 
re-lays  in  the  mornings.  Students  from  the  Training  Colleges, 
Boy  Scouts,  &c.,  also  attended. 

A  strong  feature  of  the  campaign  was  the  preparation  and 
issue  of  posters,  notices  in  the  Press,  &c.  The  fact  that  public 
interest  was  maintained  is  evidence  that  the  effort  was 
appreciated,  and,  doubtless,  achieved  the  objects  for  which 
it  was  promoted. 

There  was  also  a  large  attendance  at  the  lantern  lecture 
given  in  the  Royal  Institution  by  Miss  Harrison,  Midwives 
Inspector,  on  the  evening  of  the  19th  October.  The  lecture 
was  illustrated,  and  two  appropriate  cinematograph  films  were 
shown. 

SUPPLY  OF  MILK  AND  OTHER  FOOD. 

Dried  milk  and  other  foods  are  supplied  from  a  Central 
Depot  (No.  14,  Hanover  Square),  at  cost  price,  to  women  who 
cannot  afford  to  pay,  and  free  of  cost  where  they  cannot  afford 
to  pay  cost  price.  No  food  is  sold  or  given  out  except  on 
presentation  of  a  prescription  issued  by  one  af  the  Clinical 
Medical  Officers.

F.  Terry,  who  succeeded  her,  commenced  her  duties  on  the

MATERNITY  HOME. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Home  was  2  Id. 

Nineteen  of  these  were  sent  out  as  not  being  in  labour 
at  the  time.  Two  were  transferred  to  Hospital  for  Caesarian 
Section,  and  one  had  a  miscarriage  before  admission. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-four  confinements  took  place. 
Of  this  number,  190  were  normal  deliveries,  the  remaining  28 
cases  being  delivered  by  the  Medical  Officer.

Training  of  Pupil  Midwives. 

Nine  nurses  completed  their  course  of  training  during 
the  year.  Seven  passed  the  examination  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board  and  obtained  the  necessary  certificate  to  practise,  and 
two  had  not  entered  for  the  examination  at  the  close 
of  the  year.  Of  the  9  nurses  trained,  1  had  a  six  months’ 
course,  and  8  a  four  months’  course.  The  number  of  pupils 
trained  during  the  last  six  years  is  42. 


One  pupil  who  entered  the  Home  for  training,  only 
remained  one  month.  She  resigned  her  appointment.  Her 
reason  for  so  doing  was  that  she  was  not  sufliciently  interested 
in  this  branch  of  work  to  warrant  her  going  on  with  the 
training.  She  was  therefore  released,  and  a  proportion  of  her 
training  fee  (£11  5s.)  was  refunded  to  her. 

X  urs  iiuj  Staff 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  Miss  Chippendale,  the 
Matron  of  the  Home,  resigned  her  appointment  to  become 
Matron  of  the  Clapham  Maternity  Home.  The  Committee 
accepted  Miss  Chippendale’s  resignation  with  extreme  regret, 
and  recorded  their  sincere  appreciation  of  the  very  valuable 
services  she  had  rendered  to  the  Committee  and  the  patients 
in  the  Home.  The  Committee  also  congratulated  Miss  Chippen¬ 
dale  on  her  appointment  to  a  hospital  providing  so  much  scope 
for  the  enlargement  of  her  sphere  of  usefulness. 

On  the  1st  April,  1921,  Miss  M.  E.  Laws  was  appointed  to 
succeed  Miss  Chippendale.  Miss  Laws  commenced  her  duties 
on  the  15th  April,  but,  unfortunately,  on  the  30th  May  she  had 
an  illness  which  incapacitated  her  from  further  duty,  and  she 
resigned  her  post. 

Mrs.  Smith,  who  has  done  Matron’s  duty  temporarily  on 
one  or  two  occasions,  was  engaged  to  take  charge  of  the  Home 
pending  the  making  of  a  new  appointment.  Mrs.  Smith  was, 
of  course,  temporarily  recognised  by  the  Central  Midwives 
Board  for  the  training  of  pupil-mid  wives. 

On  the  28th  June,  1921,  Miss  Margaret  D.  Borrow,  the 
present  Matron,  was  appointed',  and  she  commenced  her  duties 
on  the  1st  August,  1921.  On  making  application  to  the  Central 
Mid  wives  Board  for  the  approval  of  Miss  Borrow  as  a  teacher 
of  pupil-midwives,  the  Board  adjourned  the  consideration  of 
the  application  in  order  that  the  Committee  may  consider  as 
to  what  steps  could  be  taken  to  give  the  pupils  the  benefit  of 
experience  in  district  work.  The  Board  expressed  the  opinion 
that,  however  excellent  the  training  which  pupils  receive  in  a 
Home  may  be,  it  was  advisable  that  there  should  be  some 
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experience  in  district  work,  as  many  of  them  in  after  life  would 
doubtless  practice  their  calling  in  the  homes  of  the  people,  and 
would  consequently  have  to  contend  with  difficulties  which 
would  not  be  presented  to  them  whilst  undergoing  training  in  a 
Home.  It  was  suggested  by  the  Central  Midwives  Board  that 
an  approved  midwife  in  the  City  might  take  the  pupils  to  some 
of  their  cases.  Miss  Borrow  was  provisionally  recognised  until 
the  matter  could  be  considered  by  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee.  The  difficulty  which  faced  the  Committee  in 
evolving  some  scheme  had  not  been  solved  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Appointment  of  Sister. 

The  appointment  of  a  Sister  to  the  permanent  Staff  was 
made  on  the  29th  April.  Miss  F.  Halderson,  the  person 
appointed,  took  up  her  duties  almost  immediately  after 
appointment,  but  resigned  and  left  on  the  27th  June.  The 
matter  of  the  appointment  of  a  successor  to  Miss  Halderson 
stood  over  for  some  time,  and  eventually,  on  the  22nd  October, 
Miss  Dorothy  Cox,  the  present  Sister,  took  up  her  duties. 

Inadequate  Accommodation  for  the  Staff. 

The  appointment  of  a  Sister  rather  accentuated  the 
inadequacy  of  the  accommodation  for  the  staff.  One  of  the 
sitting  rooms  on  the  ground  floor  was  therefore  converted  into 
a  bedroom  for  the  use  of  the  Matron,  and  the  bedroom  hitherto 
occupied  by  the  Matron  was  thus  made  available  for  the  Sister. 

Isolation  Room. 

Consequent  upon  a  visit  to  Hull  of  a  Medical  Inspector 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  a  room  on  the  second  floor  was  set 
apart  as  an  isolation  room. 

Removal  of  Cases  of  Sepsis. 

It  become  evident  that  some  arrangement  was  necessary 
for  fhe  immediate  removal  to  another  Institution  of  any  case 
which  develops  Sepsis.  Arrangements  were  therefore  made 
with  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  to  admit  to  the  Institution 
suitable  cases  when  accommodation  is  available,  subject  to 
the  payment  by  the  Corporation  of  the  cost  of  each  patient, 
at  the  present  time  estimated  at  £2  10s.  per  week. 
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Reduced  Accommodation,  for  Patients. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  drew  attent  ion  to  the  fact  that  the 
number  of  cases  received  into  the  Home  appeared  to  be  in 
excess  of  t lie  number  which  the  premises  could  properly 
accommodate,  and  that  this  placed  considerable  strain  upon 
the  nursing  staff  and  involved  the  possibility  of  risk  to  the 
patients.  These  facts  were  admitted,  but  it  was  pointed  out 
that  the  difficulty  was  due  chiefly  to  the  admission  of 
“emergency”  cases,  i.e.,  cases  in  which  no  arrangement 
previous  to  admission  had  been  made,  and  to  other  causes. 

In  view  of  the  slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  applicants 
for  admission  during  December,  it  was  thought  to  be  an 
opportune  time  for  a  reduction  of  beds  to  be  made.  The 
reduction  made  was  from  14  to  11  beds.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  reduction  will  result  in  the  loss  of  a  probable  72  patients  in 
a  year,  and  may  also  jeopardise  the  present  facilities  for  the 
training  of  4  pupils,  in  that  a  sufficient  number  of  patients  may 
not  be  forthcoming  to  guarantee  to  each  pupil  the  requisite 
number  of  cases,  namely  20,  to  qualify  her  to  sit  for  examination. 
It  cannot,  of  course,  be  hoped  to  maintain  every  bed  occupied 
throughout  the  year,  for  experience  has  shown  that  mistaken 
dates  and  other  circumstances  operate  against  such  a  happening. 
Whilst  pointing  out  the  above  facts,  the  present  arrangements 
as  to  the  staff  of  pupil-midwives  continues  until  such  time  as  a 
dilferent  arrangement  proves  to  be  necessary  in  the  light  of 
experience. 

Suggested  New  Maternity  Home. 

On  the  4th  August,  1921,  the  City  Council  passed  a 
resolution  “  that,  having  regard  to  the  serious  lack  of  housing- 
accommodation  in  the  City  now,  and  for  some  time  to  come, 
and  to  the  consequent  difficulty  experienced  by  married  persons 
in  securing  in  apartments  suitable  maternity  facilities,  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  be  instructed  to 
prepare  and  submit  to  the  Council  a  scheme  for  the  establishment 
of  a  more  commodious  Maternity  Home,  providing  accom¬ 
modation  for  25  cases  ;  that  such  scheme  shall  embody  an 
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estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  erection  of  the  buildings  and  necessary 
equipment,  and  that  the  City  Architect  prepare  and  submit 
plans  of  a  suitable  Home 

The  Committee  had  submitted  to  them  plans  which  the 
City  Architect  had  prepared,  and  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
the  building  which,  at  prices  then  prevailing,  totalled  £10,000. 

The  plans  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  with 
a  request  that  they  would  advise  the  Committee  whether  they 
would  be  prepared  to  sanction  a  loan  for  the  erection  of  the  Home. 
The  Minister  of  Health,  by  letter  dated  the  30th  December, 
1921,  stated  that,  while  he  appreciated  the  Council’s  desire  to 
provide  adequate  accommodation  for  maternity  cases,  the 
need  for  further  economies  in  public  expenditure  was  so  great 
that  he  must,  in  the  circumstances,  ask  the  Council  to  postpone 
the  scheme  for  the  present. 


OTHER  AGENCIES  ENGAGED  IN  CHILD  WELFARE 


WORK. 

Two  Creches,  or  Day  Nurseries,  are  established  in  Hull, 
viz.: — (1)  at  Moscow  House,  Holderness  Road;  and  (2)  at 
No.  95,  Coltman  Street.  Both  are  managed  and  run  by 
voluntary  agencies. 

The  Victoria  Children’s  Hospital,  Park  Street,  affords 
treatment — chiefly  out-patient  treatment — for  children  referred 
to  the  Institution  by  the  Clinical  Medical  Officers. 
Recommendations  were  issued  in  respect  of  312  children. 
The  Committee  of  Management  receive  for  this  purpose  a 
yearly  grant  from  the  Corporation. 

The  Hull  Hospital  for  Women,  Wright  Street,  admits 
those  cases  sent  from  the  Clinics  which  require  operative 
assistance  and  treatment.  The  cost  of  their  treatment  is  paid 
by  the  Corporation.

INFLUENZA. 

The  number  of  deaths  returned  as  due  to  Influenza  in 
1 02  l  was  43,  as  against  55  in  1920,  and  317  in  1919,  those  in 
the  year  last  mentioned  occurring  during  the  epidemic  of  1918- 
19,  the  death  rates  being  0-1,  0-2  and  I- 1  respectively.  Of  the 
43  deaths  (male  25;  female  18)  in  1921,  29  occurred  in  the 
first,  5  in  the  second,  2  in  the  third,  and  7  in  the  fourth 
quarter  of  the  year.

HOSPITALS. 

Three  hundred  and  fourteen  city  cases  of  Scarlatina 
were  notified  to  the  authority,  of  which  number  191  (or  60-8 
per  cent.)  were  removed  to  hospital.  Two  deaths  occurred 
in  hospital. 

Six  hundred  and  fifty-two  persons  were  notified  as 
suffering  from  Diphtheria.  Of  this  number  4GG  (or  71-4 
per  cent.)  were  removed  to  hospital,  24  proving  fatal. 

Twenty  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified,  of 
which  number  15  (or  75  per  cent.)  were  removed  to  hospital, 
five  of  which  proved  fatal.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Dr.  James  A.  Raeburn  presents  the  following  Report 
on  t  lie  work  of  the  Tuberculosis  branch  of  the  Health 
Department : — 

Dispensaries. 

During  t he  year  779  new  cases  were  referred  to  the 
Dispensaries  for  diagnosis  or  treatment.  In  the  following

In  1920  the  number  was  772,  so  for  purposes  of  comparison 
it  is  practically  the  same,  as  is  also  the  age  and  sex  distribution. 
1  had  hoped  that  there  would  be  a  decrease.  Conditions, 
however,  have  been  unfavourable  for  the  success  of  anti- 
tuberculosis  work  and  amongst  these,  overcrowding,  unemploy¬ 
ment  and  the  prevalence  of  influenza  have  been  the  most 
powerful  factors. 

Of  the  779  new  cases  432  have  been  diagnosed  as  definitely 
tuberculosis.  Of  the  others,  some  are  still  under  observation  ; 
many  got  well  after  a  few  attendances  and  were  discharged 
and  others  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  disease  other  than 
tuberculosis  and  were  referred  either  to  hospitals  or  to  private 
doctors  for  suitable  treatment.  Last  year  the  definite  cases 
numbered  421. 

Attendances. 

Besides  seeing  new  cases,  it  is  the  aim  to  get  all  previous 
patients  who  have  had  treatment  to  attend  at  the  Dispensaries 
regularly  so  that  we  may  note  how  they  are  progressing.  When 
the  disease  is  active  they  are  asked  to  come  up  monthly  ;  in 
less  active  cases  the  interval  may  be  as  long  as  three  months. 
The  object  of  these  re-visits  is  to  note  any  early  evidence  of 
relapse  and  to  endeavour  to  prevent  it.  It  is  difficult  to 
educate  the  public  into  the  idea  of  attending  the  Doctor  to 
prevent  disease,  and  in  spite  of  the  Nurses’  endeavours,  it  is 
unfortunate  that  many  patients  will  not  trouble  to  attend  if 
they  feel  that  they  arc  keeping  well.  If  they  attended  regularly 
many  a  relapse  might  be  prevented,  but  too  often  they  do  not 
come  till  they  are  ill  again,  when  treatment  is  much  less 
satisfactory.  In  spite  of  these  absentees  the  number  of 
re-visits  numbered  0,101. 


Nurses’  Home  Visits. 


An  important  feature  of  Dispensary  work  is  visiting  at 
the  homes  to  endeavour  to  correct  insanitary  conditions,  such 
as  bad  ventilation,  bad  lighting  or  uncleanliness.  The  nurses 
find  it  very  uphill  work  to  persuade  the  average  housewife  to 
keep  windows  open.  At  present,  the  unavoidable  overcrowding 
is  a  serious  insanitary  defect,  which  can  seldom  be  remedied. 

Structural  sanitary  defects  are  reported  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 


Examination  of  Contacts. 

Another  important  feature  of  the  Dispensary  work  is 
examination  of  contacts.  This  is  to  endeavour  to  discover 
early  cases  before  they  have  become  really  ill.  The  early 
discovery  and  treatment  of  the  disease  gives  the  best  hope  of 
its  ultimate  conquest.  Much  more  could  be  clone  in  this  field 
if  more  time  were  available  for  it. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  contacts  were  examined 
and  thirty-five  cases  of  definite  disease  discovered  amongst 
them. 


The  assistance  of  the  private  practitioner  is  of  the  greatest 
importance  if  this  is  to  be  done  thoroughly,  and  in  November 
the  following  circular  was  sent  to  all  the  Medical  Practitioners 
in  the  City  : — 

Dear  Sir, 

Re  Anti- Tuberculosis  Work. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  arc  anxious  that  the  campaign 
against  tuberculosis  be  intensified. 

Early  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  necessary  if  good 
results  are  to  be  hoped  for.  In  many  instances  the 
private  Practitioner  has  the  opportunity  of  seeing  cases 
earlier  than  anyone  else. 

The  Ministry  urge  Medical  Practitioners  to  make  full 
use  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  provided  by  the 
Corporation,  and  asks  them  to  refer  cases  of  recognised 
or  suspected  tuberculous  disease  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Medical  Officer  as  early  as  possible,  so  that  the  Health 
Department  may 

(a)  become  cognisant  of  the  amount  of  tuberculous 
disease  in  the  City,  and 

(b)  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  may  recommend  the  treat¬ 

ment  indicated  in  each  case. 


Id 


The  enclosed  card  gives  the  times  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Medical  Officers  attendance  at  the  Dispensaries. 

Owing  to  the  increasing  number  of  cases  referred  to 
the  Dispensaries,  it  is  found  necessary  to  give  each  person 
an  appointment .  This  saves  time  and  prevents  confusion, 
and  it  is  asked  that  on  being  referred  to  the  Dispensary, 
each  patient  will  communicate  with  the  Tuberculosis 
Nurse,  and  get  a  time  fixed  for  examination  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer.

The  purpose  of  notification  is  to  enable  the  Tuberculosis 
Department  to  treat  all  cases  of  the  disease,  but  unless  the 
notification  is  made  while  the  disease  is  still  amenable  to 
treatment,  this  purpose  is  missed. 

The  following  figures  show  that  nearly  half  of  the 
notifications  are  not  made  until  at  or  near  the  time  of  death  : —

Thus  the  importance  of  the  above  circular  being  acted 
on  requires  no  emphasising. 

Since  the  Committee  sanctioned  the  removal  of  advanced 
cases  to  the  Sanatorium  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  Instit  ution 
has  increased.  Many  of  these  deaths  appear  in  the  obituary 
columns  of  the  daily  press,  and  I  have  been  asked  whether  this 
publicity  deters  sufferers  from  accepting  treatment  in  the 
Institution.  I  have  seen  nothing  to  indicate  that  it  has  this 
effect  and,  with  few  exceptions,  those  with  the  disease  are- 
anxious  to  avail  themselves  of  treatment  at  Cottingham. 

Authorities  arc  agreed  that  every  endeavour  ought  to 
be  made  to  remove  two  classes  of  consumptives — early  and 
curable  cases,  and  advanced  and  infectious  ones.  It  is  in  the 
late  stages  of  the  disease  that  it  becomes  dangerously  infectious 
— giving  rise  to  other  cases — and  as  a  preventive  measure,  it- 
is  most  urgent  that  such  cases  be  removed  from  home,  unless  a 
separate  sleeping  room  can  be  set  aside  for  the  sufferer.  But 
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it  is  of  more  importance  that  they  be  recognised  and  notified 
before  they  reach  the  advanced  stage. 

All  of  the  notifications  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
are  passed  on  to  the  Dispensary  and  the  nurses  visit  the  homes 
in  the  same  way  as  when  the  case  is  discovered  at  the  Dispensary.

A  study  of  the  latter  table  is  instructive.  It  shows  that 
of  (he  favourable  results — namely,  those  with  the  disease 
arrested— the  great  proportion  were  young,  under  20  years  of 
age  ;  and  of  the  next  category — those  in  whom  it  had  become 
quiescent— most  were  under  30.  This  emphasises  the  im¬ 
portance  of  early  diagnosis  before  the  malignant  process  has 
advanced  too  far  and  while  nature’s  powers  of  recovery  have 
not  become  exhausted. 

While  the  378  admissions  are  not  entirely  the  same 
individuals  as  the  382  discharges,  the  great  proportion  are  the 
same,  and  the  estimated  results  may  quite  properly  be  compared 
with  the  actual  results.

These  will  be  again  followed  and  reported  on  next  year. 

Last  year  I  gave  figures  for  all  England  and  Wales  and 
for  Hull  alone,  showing  the  total  deaths  from  *tuberculosis 
and  also  the  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the 
years  1918,  1919  and  1920.  There  was  a  marked  decrease  in 
each  of  these  years.  In  Hull,  however,  for  1921  there  has  been 
a  slight  increase  over  1920.  This  is  probably  to  be  attributed 
to  the  adverse  social  conditions  that  have  been  already 
mentioned.

Co-operation  with  Ministry  of  Pensions. 

The  Committee  w  ill  remember  agreeing  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer  sitting  on  Pension  Boards.  During  the  past  year  this 


work  has  been  more  thoroughly  organised  and  there  is  now  a 
regular  w  eekly  Board  for  chest  cast's.  As  most  of  the  pensioners 
resident  in  Hull  attend  the  Dispensary,  their  ease  sheets  are 
taken  to  these  Boards,  and  are  of  great  value  in  assisting  the 
Board  to  assess  a  pension  fair  to  the  pensioner  and  to  the  State. 


Duration  of  Illness. 

1  endeavoured  to  tabulate  the  cases  according  to  the 
length  of  time  elapsing  between  a  patient  first  complaining  of 
symptoms  and  consulting  his  Doctor,  in  the  hope  that  some 
estimate  of  his  chance  of  successful  treatment  might  be  arrived 
at.  I  found,  however,  that  the  information  was  too  indefinite 
to  be  of  any  practical  value.  A  request  on  somewhat  similar 
lines  was  made  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  f  lic  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  Newport  (Mon.),  asking  if  we  noticed  any 
difference  between  the  incidence,  duration  and  severity  of  the 
disease  in  seafaring  men  and  landsmen. 

The  following  table  shows  the  result  of  this  inquiry. 
The  duration  of  the  disease  before  seeking  advice  is  a  little 
longer  and  the  stage  very  much  more  advanced  in  seamen  as 
compared  with  landsmen.

The  effect  of  this  is  very  marked  ;  the  last  column  shows 
flic  much  larger  proportion  of  seamen  who  died  within  two 
years.  The  value  of  this  is  again  to  emphasise  the  need  for 
early  recognition  and  treatment. 
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Comment  is  often  made  on  the  greater  number  of  cases 
coming  from  some  districts  of  the  City  compared  with  others.

Lewis,  M.R.C.V.S.,  Chief  Food  Inspector,  and  four  assistants, 
whose  duties  include  the  inspection  of  cattle  and  fish  markets, 
meat,  fish,  fruit,  cowsheds  and  dairies  and  cows  therein, 
slaughterhouses,  and  all  retail  shops  where  food  is  sold. 

Part  of  the  Inspectors’  time  is  also  employed  in  carrying 
out  the  Unsound  Food  and  Foreign  Meat  Regulations  under 
the  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Sanitary  Authority.

Owing  to  several  causes  progress  has  been  delayed  for 
the  clearance  and  reconstruction  of  the  several  areas  certified 
to  the  Local  Authority  as  Insanitary  Areas. 

Action  under  the  Housing  Acts,  involving  displacement 
of  tenants,  owing  to  structural  alterations  or  demolition,  has 
been  temporarily  suspended  on  account  of  the  difficulty  of 
such  persons  finding  other  suitable  accommodation. 

The  erection  of  houses  in  the  City  by  private  enterprise, 
and  also  on  the  sites  purchased  by  the  Corporation,  has  not 
proceeded  very  rapidly,  consequently  many  of  the  older 
houses  remain  occupied  by  members  of  more  than  one  family. 
There  is  evidence  of  considerable  overcrowding  in  all  parts  of 
the  City  and  this  state  of  affairs  can  only  be  remedied  by  the 
erection  of  sufficient  new  houses  to  be  let  at  such  a  rental  as 
can  be  paid  by  the  Working  Classes. 

The  housing  requirements  of  the  district  have  not  diminished 
and  it  is  estimated  that  the  number  of  houses  required  io  meet 
the  present  needs  of  the  City  is  7778,  i.e.,  5000  in  respect  of 
unsatisfied  needs  and  to  relieve  over-crowding,  and  2  778  to 
replace  houses  of  a  low  standard  in  unhealthy  areas. 

CREMATION. 

The  Crematorium  is  situate  on  a  site  adjoining  the  Hedon 
Road  Cemetery.  It  was  opened  on  the  2nd  January,  1901, 
the  first  cremation  taking  place  on  the  7th  January  of  the 
same  year.

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1906. 

A  sample  of  “  Organic  Fertiliser  ”  taken  by  the  Official 
Sampler  under  the  above  Act  was  submitted  to  the  Agricultural 
Analyst  for  analysis  and  certified  by  him  to  be  deficient  in 
Soluble  Phosphates  to  the  extent  of  2-5  per  cent.,  allowing  for 
the  official  limit  of  error.  The  advertisement  regarding  this 


fertiliser  was  exaggerated  in  wording  and  misleading  in  its 
form  of  printing  t  he  composition  of  I lie  fertiliser.  The  vendor 
was  cautioned  by  the  Town  Clerk  against  any  further 
contravention  of  the  Act. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908. 

Inspections  were  made  of  the  premises  of  persons  licenced 
for  the  sale  of  poisonous  substances  used  for  agricultural  and 
horticultural  purposes,  and  only  one  case  was  found  where 
poisons  were  kept  and  sold  contrary  to  the  regulations  made 
under  the  above  Act.  In  such  case  the  vendor  failed  to  carry 
out  the  requirements  of  article  Cl  of  the  regulations  by  storing 
other  materials  than  poisons  in  the  cupboard  supposed  to  be 
set  apart  for  poisons,  and  by  carrying  on  the  sale  of  food  for 
human  consumption,  namely,  chocolates,  on  the  same  premises 
as  those  in  which  poisonous  substances  were  sold.  The  holder 
of  the  licence  was  cautioned  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  requested 
to  abandon  forthwith  the  selling  on  the  premises  of  any  article 
of  food  for  human  consumption,  which  request  was  subsequently 
complied  with. 


Rag  Flock  Act,  1911. 

Eight  samples  of  rag  flock  have  been  taken  under  the 
Act,  and  submitted  to  the  City  Analyst  for  examination.  The 
whole  of  these  samples  have  been  reported  as  satisfying  the 
regulations  made  under  the  Act. 

Fabrics  (Misdescription)  Act,  1913.

LODGING  HOUSES. 

Common  lodging  houses  are  registered  and  Seamen’s 
lodging  houses  licensed  for  one  year  only,  expiring  on  the 
31st  December  in  each  year. 
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Common  Lodging  Houses. — At  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  twenty-one  premises  recorded  in  the  register,  provided 
with  221  rooms  and  capable  of  accommodating  1 1 '>5  lodgers. 
The  number  of  men  using  these  houses  continues  to  decrease 
and  the  average  number  of  beds  occupied  nightly  during  the 
year  was  about  six  hundred. 

Three  of  these  houses  arc  provided  with  cubicles. 

There  is  one  common  lodging  house  for  women,  with 
30  beds,  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Council 
of  Women,  whilst  at  another  house  accommodation  is  provided 
for  seven  married  couples. 

The  Inspector  has  made  049  day  and  25  night  visits. 

Seamen's  Lodging  Houses. — There  are  thirty-five  of  these 
houses  on  the  register.  They  contain  644  rooms  and  provide 
accommodation  for  930  lodgers.  The  Inspector,  who  has  made 
975  day  and  47  night  visits  during  the  year,  reports  that  there 
has  been  a  great  decrease  in  thenumberof  lodgers  livingatthese 
houses,  which  is  thought  to  be  due  to  foreign  ship’s  crews  not 
being  paid  off  in  this  country  and  to  the  enforcement  of  the 
Aliens’  Restriction  Act.

Since  the  above  figures  were  furnished,  owners  have 
in  a  large  number  of  cases  provided  moveable  pails  to  privies 
with  fixed  receptacles;  and  the  waterclosets  and  dustbins  have 
been  augmented  as  the  result  of  the  erection  of  286  new  houses 
and  the  conversion  of  220  privies  and  pail  closets  to  the  water 
carriage  system,  including  183  under  the  Conversion  Scheme. 
Increased  watercloset  accommodation  has  also  been  provided 
at  certain  workshops  and  workplaces.  Until  further  enumer¬ 
ation  is  taken,  however,  it  is  impossible  to  give  the  present 
numbers  of  the  different  types  of  sanitary  conveniences  in  the 
City. 


Privy  Conversion  Scheme. 

During  the  years  1920  and  1921  notices,  as  under,  were

OFFENSIVE  TRADES,  SMOKE  NUISANCES,  &c. 

Offensive  Trades. — Periodical  inspections  were  made  of 
the  various  works  at  which  offensive  trades  arc  carried  on,  and 
temperatures  were  taken  of  water  discharged  into  the  sewers 
from  certain  of  such  works  in  the  Stoneferry  and  Bankside 
Districts.  The  total  number  of  inspections  was  1,550  (day, 
1,492  ;  night,  04).  In  connection  with  nuisances  arising  from 
offensive  trades  12  informal  notices  were  served  and  complied 
with.  One  firm  was  prosecuted  for  failing  to  abate  a  nuisance 
arising  from  the  emission  of  noxious  fumes  from  their  works, 
and  an  Order  was  made  by  the  Court  for  the  nuisance  to  be 
remedied  within  12  months  from  the  date  of  hearing. 
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Smoke  Nuisances. — 094  observations  (each  of  one  hour’s 
duration)  were  taken  and  188  inspections  made  of  premises  at 
which  smoke  nuisances  existed  or  were  likely  to  arise.  Where 
nuisances  were  found,  the  abatement  thereof  was,  in  most  cases, 
secured  in  response  to  verbal  warnings  from  the  Inspectors. 
Twenty-two  notices  (including  one  statutory  notice)  were 
served,  all  of  which  were  complied  with. 

Removal  of  Offensive  Matter. — It  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  there  was  no  case  in  which  action  had  to  be  taken  for  the 
contravention  of  the  bye-laws  under  this  head. 

Pig-Keeping. — The  number  of  premises  registered  as 
complying  with  the  bye-laws  was  308,  with  674  styes.  At 
the  close  of  the  year  there  were  188  additional  premises  (affording 
accommodation  for  1,263  store  pigs)  in  respect  of  which 
temporary  permissions  were  granted  for  the  keeping  of  pigs 
thereat  until  1st  September,  1922.  3,500  inspections  were  made 

of  pig-styes  and  21  notices  were  served  and  complied  with.

Having  regard  to  the  number  of  baits  taken,  it  will  be 
observed  that  the  number  of  rats  killed  by  poisoning  is  relatively 
small.  No  definite  figure  can  be  obtained  as  to  the  actual 
number  of  rats  killed  by  t  he  use  of  poisons,  as  many  rats  when 
treated  by  this  method,  die  in  their  holes  and  their  bodies  are 
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not  discovered.  The  same  remark  is  also  applicable  in  t  ho  ease 
of  fumigation  ;  and  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  positive 
number  of  rats  destroyed  by  these  two  methods  is  far  in  excess 
of  the  figures  quoted.  Estimates,  of  which  I  have  been  made 
aware,  of  the  number  of  rats  killed  in  relation  to  poison  baits 
taken,  are  very  varied,  and  range  from  2<>  to  95  per  cent.  II 
a  comparatively  low  estimate  of,  say,  50  per  cent,  is  taken,  the 
number  of  rats  destroyed  by  poisons  during  the  year  may  be 
estimated  at  about  2,000. 

Thirty-eight  persons,  on  applying  for  the  same,  have  been 
supplied  with  a  quantity  of  rat  poison  by  this  Department. 

Only  one  notice  has  been  served  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Act. 

Report  on  the  Administration  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Acts,  and  Shops  Acts. 

General  Remarks. 

The  administration  of  these  Acts  is  entrusted  to  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  assisted  by  three  specially 
appointed  inspectors,  one  of  whom  is  allocated  solely  to  the 
inspection  of  shops. 

Though  the  systematic  inspection  of  factories  and  work¬ 
shops  has  been  fairly  well  maintained  during  the  year,  it  will 
be  observed  that  the  number  of  inspections  is  rather  less  than 
in  the  preceding  year.  This  is  to  a  large  extent  accounted  for 
by  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Shops  (Early  Closing) 
Act,  1920,  and  the  Amendment  thereto  which  have  necessitated 
a  closer  and  regular  inspection  of  shops.  The  number  of 
inspections  of  shops  shows  a  marked  increase  over  that  for  the 
year  1920.  37  prosecutions  were  instituted  under  the  Shops 

Acts,  mainly  for  trading  after  statutory  closing  hours  and  for 
breaches  of  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  General  Half-Holiday 
Order. 

A  proportion  of  the  arrears  of  inspections  regarding 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  mentioned  in  the  report  for  last 
year  lias  been  made  up.  Several  applicarions  were  received 
for  certificates  as  to  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  14  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act, 
1901,  one  of  such  applications  being  in  consequence  of  the 
original  certificate  having  been  lost.  Having  regard  to  the 
considerable  amount  of  time  and  labour  involved  in  the 
preparation  of  these  certificates,  especially  in  the  case  of  large 
factories,  it  is  to  be  greatly  regretted  that  some  firms  do  not 
exercise  proper  care  for  the  safe  custody  of  the  certificates.
